AN ACT TO ESTABLISH AND PRO- 
VIDE FOR THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA 


Whereas in and by The British 
North America Act, 1871, being chap- 
ter 28 of the Acts of Parliament of 
the United Kingdom passed in the ses- 
sion thereof held in the 34th and 35th 
years of the reign of Her late Majesty 
Queen Victoria, it is enacted ithat the 
Parliament of Canada may from time 
to iime establish new provinces in any 
territories forming for the time be- 
ing part of the Dominion of Canada, 
but not included In eny province 
thereoi, and may, at ‘the time of such 
establishment, make provision for 
the constitution and administration 
of any such province, and for the pas- 
sing of laws for the peace, order and 
good Government of such province, 
and for its representation in the said 
Parliament of Canada, 

And whereas it is expedient to esta- 
ti sh as a Prorince the territory here- 
inafter described, and to make fro- 
vision for the government thereof in 
the Parliament of Canada: Therefore 
His Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, und House 
of Commons of Canada, enacts as 
follows :—

Hearing of Evidence from Crewn Wit- 


nesses continued Yesterday and To- 
day 


The hearing bf evidence in the case 
of Rex. vis. King was resumed in 
Supreme Court at 2 p-m. 

Chief Moostoos was recalled and 
said thet beside ‘the three cieces of 
bone already fmentioned tthe tin given 
to Sengt. Anderson by bim contained 
another f’e-e of bone somewhat round 
im shape, A search was made 
amomg the exhibits for the piece in 
quwestinn, but ft could not be found. 

Peplying to His lordship witness 
said everything coming into his pos- 
Sessich which iad been recovered 
from thabtamp fire was given by him 
to Sergt. Anderson. 

Questioned by “he Crown Prosecut- 
ors he Bei brs people buried their dead 
alomg tha creek. They*had formerly 
had a conetery' bit Sandy Bar. 

The twoi shells found in the slough 
were here produced for the examina- 
tion of the jurors. 

Prines, one pf Moostoos’ band, was 
than called. Had ‘been at a slough 
near Mobstons’ place with Sergt. An- 
dersom, Constable Low and others. 

Was also ht the fire place’ om’ an- 
cther occasion with Moostoos and 
Alex. Micostoop when Sergt. Ander- 
sch was fbt rthiere. Three pieces 
of bone Avere found at this time by 
Alexander, Alexander handed them 
to bis father, Moostoos. Witness 
went to Mpostoos’ house, but did not 
fo im {prj forme time sand when he 
entered the bones had been put away: 
ie saw them Regan next morning, 
when they were taken from a ‘tin can 
bid handed Aver Ap Seret. And@r- 
em. Later on he was with Seret. 
Aindersoim, when he found a fourth 
peeve of bome at the fire place. Did 
not know what wns done with this. 

Reminded of the first visit to the 
slough witness recalled having seen 
Okemow find a peir ‘of thobnailed 
boots in #he Blaagh, about number 
Vs. (The bopts in pourt were pro- 
duced and identified as those found.) 

in ths left Popt was 2 parcel which 
witness hed removed tin instruction 
from one of he police, who undid 
it. The parvel comiained a pair of 
gold scales, a small sack of weights, 
a nugget’ scarf pin, something of the 
appearance of a watch, a piece of 
iron, a ¢alm #trap, a piece of a 
meedle. (Several of articles in court 
were here produced and identified by’ 
Witjess.). Sgt. Anderson thad fitted 
the portion bf fhe needle with anoth- 
er pierce found 4m the fire and they 
corresponded. 

Resides the Ubiwe pieces of bone 
found by Atexander Moostoos at the 
fire Place what was thaugitt to be a 
tooth was found end given to Moos- 
aos. 

Witness went from the reserve 
along the Atungeon Lake trail about 
September 20 about 10 miles beyond 
the fork of tie trad to Prairie River. 
There was &n $nbabited bause about 
a mile frou the forks. There were 
two roads ¢o Bturgeon Lake and wit- 
hoss took Ube bhiorter ope. On ihe 
road he paw mo tracks headed toward 
the lake, thoagh'the earth was moist 
and bare and jin splendid condition 
to retain fmpressions. ‘Beyond the 
forks of the road there were many 
“racks as there ure several settlers 
thereabouts. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Bargar, wit- 
ness expdained that bis sight was 
not good. He cauld tell outside that 
the pieces bf the needle fitted, but 
could not in the oourt room, 

Did not recollect having said on the 
prelimimary that Oonstabie Law had 
removed the garee!l from the boat. 
Was trying to ,tell the truth and 
thought he had mid the same on that 
oceasion as om this. 

Remembered Sergt. Anderson thav- 
ing found the gieces of bone in the 
ashes. Mppstoos was there and he 
thought also Cunsinnglam. If Cun- 
ningham and Sgt. Anderson said they 
alone were ere at the time, he 
would not say ibey wore wrong. 

He und Mopsteos alone were pres- 
ent whem Alexander Miovstoos found 
the other three pieces of bone. 

My. Biggar—“Strange Movoosices 
did not soe them picked up.” 

Witmess said 2igostoos carried the 
boaes home im bis bond, witness walk- 
ing behind. Could see bones in Moos- 
teos’ hand. 

Mr. Biggar—“Whon Nopstoos says

tham were the new carital at Cal- 
gary. Beme in almost easterly di- 
rection from Edmonton, Vegreville, 
is situated in 53 degrees 23 min, north 
latitude. it is therefore as far south 
as Dublin in Ireland, Liverpoocl and 
York in England, or Hamburg in 
Germany, farther south than any 
port in Seotiand, Denmark, Sweden 
or Iceland and several miles farther 
south than Hammerfest in Norway. 
if such cities as these can turm out 
to be such flourishing commercial and 
metropolitan centres, what may we 
mot expect from Vegreviile, situated 
in the same Jatitude ? 

As for people, we may intimata 
that we have an admirable class of 
citizens who for being frugal, indus- 
trious and law-abiding, stand peer- 
less. One policeman, without subor- 
dimates, is deemed altogether ade- 
quate protection to life and property. 
Caa this same comparison stand ia 
edusidering our sister city Calgary ? 
This is a purely rhetorical question, 
Mr. Editor. 

Speaking more particularly cf the 
attractions of cur town proper, we 
may say that we possess a fime and 
extensive open-air skating-rink, on 
which the offiers in charge have giv- 
en free oxhibitions semi-quarterly.) 
We have had twe or three masquer- 
ade camivals so far. Ail spoke in 
high esteem of the open-air plan since 
from apurely hygienic standpoint 
is most conducive ‘to good health. 
Can Caigary boast of a similar build- 
ing of the same dimensions ? 

Then again, a casual visitor to our 
town has but to stand anywhere on 
Midway Plisisance and cast his eyes 
about him.
